Paris.-A committee has just 
been formed to erect a monument 
in memory of Isabelle Romee, the 
mother of St. Joan of Are, on Mt, 
Anis, at Le Puy, in Auvergne. 

Although very little is known of 
the life of the one who gave birth 
to the miraculous heroine of 
France, it is known that she left 
her home at Domremy in March, 
1429, and crossed much of France 
on foot to make a pilgrimage to the 
famous sanctuary of Notre Dame 
du Puy, 

Isabelle made the journey a short 
time after Joan had left to coni- 
mence her glorious triumph. More 
than 400,000 pilgrims were there, 
say the chroniclers of the time, and 
many perished of suffocation in the 
narrow streets of Le Puy.
